War and Insanity 


Statistics Show Marked Reduction in 

Madness Since Struggle Began 

Probably the average man is under 
the impression ‘that war has a tend- 
ency to increase lunacy. It is indeed 
generally considered that anything so! 
destructive of life atid property, so 
svpating in its nature, would have an 
exgeedingly perturbing effect upon 
thé human mind and cause imumer- 
able cases of mental derangement. 

Paradoxical, however, as’ it may 
seem, war had just an opposite result- 
According to. the returns issued by 
the various asylum authorities since 
the war began, there has been a 
marked reduction in insanity. 

It‘ might, of couyse, be suggested 
that this is due’to the fact of so 
away from/| 
the distracting competition of the in- 
dustrial world into the army, where 
life, if more precarious is more var- 
ied and interesting. This, no doubt, 
is a cantributory cause. But recent 
returns show a reduction amongst 
women as well as men. 

What, then, ‘are the general rea- 
sons adduced by “he experts for this 
satisfactory state of things? Well, in 
times of peace they tell us that tife | 
is dreary and monotonous, and, in or-} 
der to vary their existence, people 
resort to forms of amusements 
ingtead of affording thein|\ 
genuine recreation or gratification, 
only produce languidness and ennui. 

When, however, a great war breaks 
out, it dispels the monotony of our 
lives, and gives us serious and prac- 
tical things to consider. Hence, in- 
break- 
down, it rather generates new intcl- 
lectual energies,

The Tribune de Geneve publishcs 
the following translation ‘of a letter 
written by a German young lady to a 
friend ‘In Switzerland. The Tetter is 
dated from. Frankfort-on-Oder, » and 
the young person who writeg is the 
daughter of a government architect 
in Germany: * 

“My Dear Little Louise—The con- 
tents of your last letter would have 
wounded me if I had not know that 
your opinions on our glorious war 
were the outcome of ignorance. You 
live in a country which is effeminated 
by the influence of old-fashioned 
ideas of liberty, which is now centur- 
ies behind us. You require a stron 
dose of Prussian cplture, It is evi- 
dent that you, a-Swissesse, fashion- 
ed to. French thought, cannot under- 
stahd that my young German girl’s 
heart has ardently, passionately de- 
sired this war; it has been talked of 
with us for years, ahd my father us- 
ed, to say to us children: “Germany 
is bécOming too small for us, we 
ntiust return to France. in order to 
make a place for ourselves and to get 
money.” ; . 

“Ts it.our fault if France does not 
understand that .we need money and 
territory? 

“Then you reproath me for the 
treatment of our soldiers towards the 
Belgian ‘canaille’; you also speak of 
‘the damage to Rheims Cathedral, of 
villages and towns burned, etc,: That 
is war! Wy 

“You have something to learn in 
order to equal us, and I can assure 
you that all that’ has been done up‘to 
now is a mere telle to what is 
going to happen. There is only one 
country worthy to dominate the 
whole world which has attained a 
high degree of civilization, and that 
is ours—the Prussians. I say Prus- 
sians, for if, as Germans, ‘ we ‘are 
overlords of the world, the Prussian 
is par excellence the overlord of the 
ermans, All natiens are degenerate 
and -of inferior value. Only -yester- 
day our pastor was explaining jin’ a 
convincing manner that the first man 
and woman, Adam.and Eve, were 
Prussians, ‘This is easy to under- 
stand, for in ‘the: Bible it is written 
that our Gernian God has created us 
according to-His own iniage, ~1f 
therefore, all men have descehde< 
from a: Prussian.

Hated by Germans for His Sympathy 
With. British Prisoners 


The plain talk by J. W. Gerard, 
ex-minister to Germany, in New 
York about the treatment given 
Prisoners by the Germans, is merely 
a repetition of what he said to the 
authorities in Berlin. His unpopular- 
ity ‘in Berlin because of his refusal 
to keep his eyes shut to conditions 
was extreme. A correspondent of an 
English paper, writing after escap 
ing from the German capital, sdid ot 
Ambassador Gerard: 

“Of the neutral ambassadors that I 
met in Berlin the only one who 
secmed to me to have any ‘outstand- 
ing personality was Mr. Gerard, the 
American ambassador, who shared 
with Mr. Lloyd Géorge the reputa- 
tion of being the best hated man in 
the Fatherland. 

“At the Wilhelmstrasse he was 
posigively detested because of his 
outspoken remarks about the dis- 
graceful condition of the ‘British 
prisoner camps’ in, Germany, and 
also because of his repeated warn- 
ings to the German government as 
to the grave effect on German- 
American diplomatic relation§ that 
would-be caused by resumption of 
unlimited piracy. There was, much 
talk of a plot to. murder him, and I 
recall the great excitement whic 
prevailed when he was the object of

Mr. Johnson says that the most 
stapid decrease in value. occurréd in 
the first six miles, after which )the 
difference of a mile of two from 
town made less relative difference. 

In another instance, he: points out 
that 42 farms valued at $100 or more 
per acre, had an average haul of 
about two and one-half miles to mar- 
ket; 62 ih the $80 group had fearly 
three miles, and the 275 in the $60 
group five miles to haul, while 246 in 
the $40 group averaged six and one- 
fourth miles to town. ° . 

These figures are startling, Listen 
to this: ' , 

In.one locality investigated, a farm: 
of 160 acres two°and one-half miles 
from town had a market value of 
$16,000, while the same kind 6f farm 
located six and one-fourth miles from 
town was only worth $6,400. And 
still, if you told the man who owned 
the.first farm that his home town 
was actually worth in dollars and 
cents to him, personally, $10,000, he 
would probably spend a good deal of 
time trying to show you that he 
would be better off without the town 
at all. We have gotten so in the ha- 
bit: of lambasting our home town, 
most of the time for some p@¢ty po- 
litical reason, ‘that we frequently re- 
fuse to see the truth when it is plac- 
ed before us in actual figures. 

Just the same, when we get off by 
ourselves, overcome our jealousies 
and temporarily forget about the 
town man that we have it in for, then 
we really have to admit that the 
home town is far and away the most 
valuable asseteto every man, woman 
and child in the community. ; 

This leads us a step further. Once 
we commence asking questions, we 
no sooner have one of them answer- 
ed than we ask another, Our fi 
guestion was “What’s the good 
the home town?” and we answered it 
by saying that, among other things, 
it really donated $10,000 to one man 
and like amounts, wroportionately, to 
every other man owning land in the 
community. , 

And now we ask the second, ques- 
tion, “What makes a real, live, valu- 
able home town?” We might dodge 
the question by answering, “Lots of 
things,” but, really, if we are honest, 
we will get close to the truth by say- 
ing, “The merchants,” because with- 
out the merchants there would be n 
town. It is just as impossible to have 
a town without merchants as it is to 
have a lake without water. The mer- 
chants make the town : just. as the 
water makes the lake. f course, 
other things have to be _ favorable, 
but the fact remains, that without 
merchants, you would have no town, 
and the better the mercantile estab- 
lishments, the better the town—al- 
ways. 

Now, we move along to the third 
question. “How is the home town to 
have good merchants?” Dear friends, 
there is no secret about it at all, 
Good stores in your home-town are 
the result. of growth. They -have-to 
be inyited, encouraged and maintain- 
ed. Sou have to get them just. like 
you mature superior cattle, horses 
‘and hogs, by treating them fairly 
and giving them a chance to grow. 
In the language of the street, “You 
can’t play a lone hand in your com- 
munity. and get, away with it ve 
long,” and the budiness game is ju 
the same. If the town is to help you, 
zen must help the town, and the 

eauty of it is, by benefiting’ the 
town,” you always and_ invariably 
benefit yourself most. 

These benefits are direct and in- 
direct. Building up the town adds 
dollars to the value of your land and 
other fixéd tnvestments, That point 
is settled. Nobody serigxusly disputes 
it. It means greater social and edu- 
cational advantages, benefits that 
cannot be measured by dollars and 
cents, but while apparently indirect,

The Co-operative Organization 
branch of the Saskatchewan Depart- 
ment of Agriculture will again con- 
duct a. cooperative wool  gathéri 
project in 1917. In a circular mailed 
to all the sheep owners in Saskatche- 
wan attention is drawn to the fact 
that this work, .which was first un- 
dertaken in 1914, when 180 sheep 
men marketed 68,404 pounds of wool 
through the branch for an average 
price of 173-4 cents per pound, has 
grown from year to year until in 1916 
487 consignments aggregating 179,- 
890 pounds was handled, realizing an 
average price of 321-3 cents’ per 
pound.. All sheep men in the province 
are invited to take advantage of the 
department’s marketing facilities dur- 
ing the 1917 season, 

An advance payment at the rate of 


20 cents per pound will be forward- . 


ed producers as soon as the wool is 
received, and when it has been sold 
a final payment will be made, retarn- 
ing the entire proceeds realized. from 
the sale of the wool, less the actual 
cost of storage and handling expen- 
ses.

_ Interesting statistics in regard to 
what. may be expected in the: binder 
twine market during the coming year 
are given in a letter which the Sas- 
katoon: Board of Trade has received 
from L. H. Dewey, botanist in 
charge of fibre investigations for the 
United States department of agricul- 
ture .at Washington.

Without .the slightest 
exaggeration it is not too much to 
say that henceforth the great for- 
tunes of American Jewry will be en- 
tirely at the disposition of the allies.

The | erftertain- 
ers at the cinemas and the men wlio 
operate-them ‘are so selected that 
there is no impairment of fighting 
strength. Men out on leave, or certi- 
fied as temporarily unfit for the 
trenches ate utilized. No salaries 
are paid, and the profits are used to 
provide coffee behind the front dur- 
ing engagements, .-and Thermos 
flasks with which coffee and tea are 
conveyed: to the wounded along the 
line of an advance and at the first- 
aid stations4o which the ambulances 
cannot penetrate, Stationary, sport- 
ing supplies and similar things . not 
provided under army regulations are 
also supplied free of .cost from the 
cinema and canteen surplus. The to- 
tal turnoyer of this remarkably use- 
ful social.service department con- 
ducted by the Canadian chaplains 
was over $100,000 in the three months 
ended December 31. The profits were 
about $10,000, and all of them go 
back to the troops in the form. of 
comforts,

Stories are 
told all over Turkey of German cap- 
tains striking Turkish ~colonels, of 
Jerman petty officers—knocks 
earnest Turkish’ soldiers. n_ the 
medical service German doctors re- 


ceive several times the pay of Turk- 


ish doctors, and the money comes 
out eof the Tufkish treasury. More- 
over, the German doctors “get their 
pay in gold. . 

The Turks are good soldiers, but 
they are not naturally susceptible to 
German methods of discipline and 


efficiency. Moreover, they are. not} 


well paid or well fed, The private 
is supposed to get 18c a month, but 
it is not often that he gets it. He 
has. two meals a any. and if Cana- 
dians had the meals they would think 
that they were starving. Some of 
them, moreover, have been at war for 
five or six years. They have not been 
home since the first Balkan war; in 
many cases, we are told, their wives 
have starved to death, for there is no 
separation allowance for the Turkish 
soldier, When hé goes to the front 
his wife is expected to support the 
family as best she can. How she is 
to do it if there are no neighboring 
Christians to murder and rob is a 
mystery; for ‘the soldier's pay. is 
always in arrears. < 

Graft, too, is rampant in Turkey. 
Exemptions from military service are 
easily bought. The correspondent 
speaks of cases within his knowledge 
in which absolutely unqualified citi- 
zens have purchased doctor's certifi- 
cates, not of exemption, but of qual- 
ification as doctors. Dhus, they are 
cnabled to draw doctor's pay, Those 


‘who have factories which they wish 


to keep going can make a payment 
to the local military chief and’ retain 
their workmen. While the censor- 
ship in Turkey is strict, news circu- 
lates through the country, and the 
Turks, «Specially the educated: ones, 
are not in ignorance of what‘is hap- 
pening, The only thing lacking, for 
a first class revolution is a leader. 
The. Turks ‘realize that they carfffot 
win, that they have as much to lose 
by a German victory as by a British 
They hate the Germans, 
and after pedce-is declared there are 
hundreds of German officers and of- 
ficials who will never reach home 
alive.

What a monstrous thing tbis\Ger- 
maf attack has been, and what a 
colossal failure! The world has not 
been conquered, no part of it; no 
people among all that have been at- 
tacked has abandoned the battle, 
however heavy the first blow: Europe 
has been sown with “German. dead, 
but the harvest has only been ene- 
mies.

Russia Releases Prisoners 


Slavery in Siberia Is Now a Night- 
mare of the Past 


One of the results of the Russian 
tevolution has been the release ot 
the political prisoners confined in the 
penal colonies of Siberia; and it is 
practically certain that these hor- 
rible pest holes will now be aban- 
doned. Russian liberals have long 
demanded the abolition of the pun 
ishment of exiles for political crimes, 
and sought to bring about reforms 
in the conduet of the penal colonies 
for criminals, but so long as the 
old regime held power their appeals 
were vain. 

Conditions at many of these penal 
camps have been horrible beyond de- 
scription. Many of Russia’s politi 
cal prisoners have spent -years in 
the Kara mines, dragging out a mis- 
erable and toilsome existence far 
underground, without ever being 
permitted to see the light of day. 
Other prison camps are located in 
the frozen wilderness within the 
Arctic Circle. Women revolution- 
ists have been sent to prison camps 
where most of the convicts are of 
the, criminal class, and have been 
left ta the mercies of these savage 
men, This nightmare is now a 
thing of the past, for the new Rus- 
fia has determined that the out- 
rages of Siberia are at an end. 

It was about two centuries” ago 
that Peter the Great sent tho first 
squad of political prisoners fo the 
Siberian’ wilds, and since them thou- 
sands upon thousands of hapless vic- 
tims of a despotic government have 
followed them. It is expec that

. Much Vaunted German ) 

Efficiency 


George Jackson, of Brooklyn, N. 
N., sends the following letter to’ the 
New York Globe:. 
“The pro-Teuton admirer 
Crane finds fault with 
truths in the wonderful essay en- 
titled “Frankenstein.” He -points 
cut that a government which  pro- 
vides an old-age pension does not 
deserve such bitter criticism. Old! 
age pension sounds very good, but 
let us’ examine the facts and figures 
and many Americans will wonder 
what a German working-man thinks 
about this social bounty. 

I was employed for years in 
Frankfort and paid 24 pfennig ,(6 
cents) a week, for-which | 
ernment promised’ +o pay me 
when I should live to be. seventy 
years old about 70 cents a week. 
This kitigly pension was intended to 
hetp up my old bones, when meat 
sold in my time for 25 cents a pound, 
and clothing about 20 per cent, dear- 
er than here. . All these pensioners 
of the government have to depend 
upon their children or their savings 
and nearly all of them: are looking 
for work. With 70 cents a week one 
ean hardly pay for his lodging in 
Germany. 

The lower classes in Prussia 
squander their pension-:pay on the 
first day:of every tfonth in the sa- 
loons, as the one use to be made of 
this paltry snm, and on payday the 
schnapps sellers make their harvest. 
I do not exaggerate when I tell you; 
that in the small cities the first day 
of the month is the general driok 
day for the old pensioners. ‘The av- 
clage American tourist passes 
through Berlin and Dresden and tells 
wonders about the opulence of the 
people. Let him go to East and 
West Prussia, to Posen and to oth-r 
Prussian provinces, and look over 
the inside life of the common people, 
their vice, misery and abject pov- 
erty. In.the country places a_six- 
teen-year-old girl as a wetnurse is . 
common thing. “Weiberkneipen” 
(drjnking halls with female service) 
are displayed openly and frequented 
on a market day. by all farmers. I 
am .told that Hoboken, that little 
Berlin, shows plenty of traces of 
this kind of a saloon life. 

The German press agency has 
made such an advertisement of Ger- 
man efficiency that our good Ameri- 
cans believe. Germany is a paradise 

In fact, alf the surrounding coun- 
tries, even Russia, afford to the com- 
nion classes a better Jiving than Ger- 
inany. Her wonderful central loca- 
tion gave her a ¢hafice for trade ex- 
pansion with the increasing demands 
of the world markets, but Belgium, 
the biggest seller to the whole world 
and the Swiss, manufacturers of 
yatches and silks, outclass the Ger- 
mans in every way, Even in Ger- 
many the\Prubsian ranks last in in- 
dustrial efficiency. All that Prussia 
could give to Germany is her arro- 
gant militarism, her brutal burcau- 
cracy, and now she turns out to be 
the curse of the fatherland.
